Letter of Transmittal 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Meredith: 


It is a privilege and a pleasure to present to you the 
Annual Report of the municipal operations for the year ended 
December 31, 1957. This report contains some statements re- 
quired by State Statutes to be printed along with other tabu- 
lated information of value to all. The annual audit of the 
town books was made as usual by the Municipal Accounting 
Division of the Tax Commission and the audit statements 
are contained herein. 


The following comments are offered to acquaint you in 
some detail with some of the activities of the year just ended. 


Taxes: 


While the tax rate increased from $54.00 in 1956 to 
$98.50 in 1957; the Town’s portion of the rate actually de- 
creased from $27.50 in 1956 to $26.10 in 1957, or a drop of 
$1.40 per thousand. Two factors entered into this accomplish- 
ment: 


1. An attempt to set up a tight though realistic budget. 
2. An increase in assessed valuations. 


Roads: 


Some major road re-construction was accomplished this 
year. Asa T. R. A. project about four-tenths of a mile of the 
Livingstone Road was widened, brought up to grade and 
treated with two coats of asphalt. 


Hubbard Road for a distance of six-tenths of a mile was 
widened, and graded and an asphalt coating applied to about 
three-tenths of a mile. 


Pinnacle Park Road was reconstructed for a distance of 
four-tenths of a mile. This was an extremely difficult job be- 
cause of the unusual amount of ledge encountered. Some 
additional gravelling and treatment with asphalt still remains 
to be done. — 


Quimby Road was widened and regraded its full length. 
A considerable amount of fill was used on this job to elimin- 
ate a bad gully that in the past was a constant source of 
trouble during winter plowing. 


Reconstruction of Lower Bay Road on the west side of 
Winnisquam Lake was undertaken. Widening of the road was 
roughed out for approximately three-tenths of a mile. This 
work again entailed ledge removal, as well as the disposition 
of a great number of trees. Much work still remains to be 
done on this section before gravel can be applied. 


Parks and Playgrounds: 


During the past year extensive repairs were made on the 
grandstand at Prescott Park. 


The boat slips at Lovejoy Sands were completely rebuilt 
and the old plank walk to which the slips had previously been 
tied was replaced by a set stone wall and concrete walk. 


Dover Point Park was further enlarged by fill from the 
sewer construction project and it is hoped that this area can 
be completed this year by additional fill, loaming and grass- 
ing. Funds are included in the 1958 budget to loam and grass 
the newly acquired park area adjacent to the Stafford pro- 
perty, and Meredith within the next year should have a very 
attractive waterfront bay area. 


Parking Areas: 


Another step was taken this year to relieve our parking 
problems by the construction of the parking area off Water 
Street. While I might not feel that we have overcome com- 
pletely our peak season parking problem, I do feel that we 
have come a long way in the last two years in resolving this 
problem. 


A parking area accomodating approximately twenty cars 
was built at Cattle Landing this year. No parking facilities 
had previously been available in this area, and as a result 
cars were parked along the narrow road, slowing the move- 
ment of traffic and at times actually blocking traffic. Future 
plans contemplate an expansion of this parking area. 
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Sewer Construction: 


Another extension was made to the sanitary sewer Sys- 
tem during the past year. The contract was awarded to the 
low bidder, Celeo Construction Corporation of Dorchester, 
Mass. The contract called for the laying of 4010 feet of 8” 
main line sewer pipe and 2200 feet of building sewer pipe, 
together with all appertinent work. The award was for 
$42,958. 


Dump: 


The new dump site was placed in operation in the spring. 
Every possible effort has been made to maintain high oper- 
ating standards to insure sanitary conditions at all times. I 
believe we have succeeded in this effort judging from the 
favorable comments and reports received from both the resi- 
dent and non-resident public. 


Conclusion: 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and all other Town and Precinct officials and em- 
ployees for their cooperation and help in the year just com- 
pleted. It is only through a united effort that accomplish- 
ments are realized. I wish also to thank the people of Mere- 
dith and so many of our summer residents whose advice and 
support have been of immeasurable help in the general con- 
duct of municipal activities during the year.

During the year 1957, there were 364 home calls and 14 
office calls made to sick people of Meredith. This does not 
include conferences with the social workers of the State De- 
partment of Welfare and the Aid to Dependent Children 
under their supervision. 


Children and adults may attend the tuberculosis clinic 
held in Laconia every two months. 


The Chestmobile was here in Meredith and 155 were 
X-rayed, including grades 9-12 and school personnel. 


The Vollmer Patch Test was given to children in the 
three first grades, with no positive reactors. 


Vision and hearing screening were given to the entire 
school. 


The dental program included the three first grades, a 
total of 71 children, and consists of a prophylaxis and four 
applications of sodium fluoride. Due to lack of funds from the 
state health services, only these three grades were offered 
this service. 


This year the Mental Health and Child Guidance clinics 
have had no speech therapist. There is in my opinion a great 
need for a speech therapist in this area. 


The equipment purchased by the nursing association 
(which includes 2 hospital beds, 1 wheelchair, 1 commode 
chair) have been in use the greater part of this year. 


Recently cancer dressings and night gowns have been 
added to the supplies at the nursing office. 


I would like to thank the Lions Club, the Rotarians, the 
Legion Auxiliary and the Civic Association for their help 
for needy children, and also for their donations that made 
the dental health program function again this year. 


The usual guidance and assistance were given to or- 
ganizations for Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets.

Report of District Fire Chief 


FOREST FIRE PREVENTION IS 
EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its. 
forest fire problem—97 percent of all our forest fires being 
man-caused and preventable—a serious indictment of interest 
in our own welfare and that of our neighbor. Both the State 
and the towns are striving diligently to effectively meet the 
challenge through education of the public to the threat fire 
presents to our woodlands; by maintaining a well trained 
corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every community 
and providing ample opportunity for all who wish to dispose 
of unwanted waste materials. Careless and perverseness, 
however, continue to be the big hurdles. 


Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and fisher- 
men; careless burning of debris during hazardous periods in 
dangerous locations; illegal burning ; improperly extinguished 
debris, camp and cook fires—all result in serious loss of prop- 
erty, disruption of industry and farm work and unnecessary 
expenditure of town and state funds. 


To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your com- 
munity and your local forest fire warden need YOUR thought- 
ful and cooperative effort. The rules are simple. 


1. Don’t burn at home - use your town dump and avoid 
all fire problems. 


2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit 
from your local forest fire warden when the ground is 
not covered with snow. Permits are required for 
open debris fires, home incinerators, outdoor fire 
places and camp fires. Your warden is instructed to 
permit burning if weather conditions, site and type of 
burning are safe. 


3. Be sure that all lighted material—cigars, cigarettes. 
and matches—are completely out before discarding 
them. Use ash trays in automobiles. 


4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires are 
completely out before leaving them. 
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5. Insist that others be careful and comply with burning 
requirements. 


6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aid him to extinguish it. 


REMEMBER—the fire you prevent might be the one which 
could burn YOUR property.
